A good salesman Is Inter­ 
ested in making a sale fast for 
several reasons:

1. The less time It takes to 
make a sale gives him that 
much more time to canvass 
other houses. To him, time is 
money.

2. While under the spell of 
his sales spiel, you are much 
more likely to buy his prod­ 
uct. He will present only the 
advantages of the product. 
Once he gets away, you- may 
start thinking of disadvantages 
or start figuring up the Inter­ 
est rate.

3. If he Is shady, It is essen­ 
tial that he get a signed con­ 
tract before you have a chance 
to check on him. Once your 
signature is on a contract, no

He will size you up as best 
he can, adjusting his pitch to

An 
adroit salesman seldom lies 
about his item, but he may do 
his best to imply that it has 
certain qualities which it may 
not possess. The man who 
bought the Insulation discov­ 
ered the power of implication.

resents, and the quality of his 
product is risky business.

Some firms* are "fly-by- 
night" outfits >Miich move into 
an area, sell their product, de­ 
liver it, and then disappear 
completely from sight.

Thus, if he has any com­ 
plaint about his purchase, the 
buyer may find when he tries 
to get in touch with the seller, 
that he has only the nqmber 
of an answering service. He 
n.ay be informed that the firm 
no longer uses the answering 
service.

Contract Sold
Ho may also find that the 

contract he signed has been 
sold to a loan company and it 
lias happened that he was 
forced to make payments on 
something that didn't work or 
wasn't what he wanted at all.

So, ho is stuck.
According to the City Li­ 

cense Department and the 
Ch'nmhcr of Commerce, most 
complaints from irale buyers 
were received about salesmen 
for block wafts, insulation, 
weather stripping, photo­ 
graphs, and draperies. There 
are many legitimate firms sell­ 
ing these items; there are also 
some shady ones.

Don't be a ' sucker. Know 
what you are buying and who 
you are buying it 'from before 
you sign anything.
